NEW YORKgNov. 17. — The II. S.

000,000,000 on America's shipbuilding 
program and earned nearly $400,000,- 
000 by its operation of government 
owned vessels, but It had no system 
of accounting for the stupendous sums 
and up to Feb. 27, 1919, never knew 
where it stood financially, according 
to the testimony offered the congres- 
sional investigation committee by M. 
G. Gillen of Racine, Wis. 
Gillen was 


formerly associated with the war in- 
dustries board and was special assist- 
ant to John Barton Payne when he 
was head of the shipping board.

derived 


$120,000,000 from the operation of gov- 
ernment owned ships, which he said 
became "lost" so that there was no 
record of it at Washington.
